Great Britain Said to Have. 
Designs in Meatco. 


Attitude of Ambassador Is

Admiralty Desires to Get 
Fuel for English Navy.

Indicative of unfriendliness toward 
the United States, but this act is of 
minor importance in comparison with 
the attitude taken by Sir Lionel at 
the meeting of the members of the 
diplomatic corps in Mexico City as it 
been reported here. How much 
a factor is the Rritish navy’s need 
of oll is merely a matter of surmise 
here. But that a strong effort is be- 
ing made by British oi! interests to 
get control of the Mexican fields is 
well known.

CARDEN’S CAK:"R. 

Sir Lionel Carden began his of- 
ficial career in 1877, when he was ap- 
pointed British Vice-Consul at Ha- 
vanha. He was made Consul at Mex- 
ico City in 1885 and saw lone service 
in that country, being at several pe- 
riods Britieh Charge d'Affaires. From 
1898 to 1902 he was Coneul-General 
in Cuba and later was promoted to 
the pest of Minister at Havana. Af- 
ter his term in Cuba ended he was 
made Minister to Guatemala. 

American officials in Cuba often 
complained of Sir Lionel’s antagonis- 
tle attitude. He made a strong but 
unsuccessful effort to arfange with 
Cuba an understanding that would 
neutralize the advantage giren to the 
United States under the “Platt amend- 
ment protectorate.” 

It is evident from Mexico City dis- 
patc that Sir Ldonel's anti-Amer- 
icanhism has again cropped out, and at 
a time when it may be particularly 
embarrassing to President Wilson. 

Any indication that European gov- 

erhments do net support the policy 
proclaimed by the United States may

» President Wilson does not belleve 
the British government is antagonis-

a public utility to enter a field al- 
ready occupied, but in this case the 
service of the Newport Beach Com- 
pany was found to be inadequate and 
the rate excessive. It chargeéd i535 
cents per kilowatt hour, as against 8 
cents per kilowatt hour promised oy 
the Pacific corporation. 
The rate of the Southern Pacitic 
Company from Los Angeles to Red- 
lands and return is found to be lower 
than the round trip rate in the op- 
posite direction and this is held to 
be discriminatory against Redlands. 
The Southern Pactfic contended that 
the rates were for the benefit of tour- 
iste wishing to visit Redlands and r-*- 
turn to Los Angeles, but the com- 
mission rules that the rates should 
be the same in both directions.

ARIZONA 
UNDER FTRE. 


Senator Charges Member of Cor- 
poration Bureag With Holding 
Stock in Company Over Which 
Rody Holds Jurisdictlon—Wants 
Governorship Aspirant Ousted.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Oct. 18.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] State Senator H. 
A. Davis, a Democratic aspirant for 
the Governorship of Arizona, in a 
forty-page communication today made 
demand on the Attorney-General that 
he start Supreme. Court proceedings 
to oust from office State Corpora- 
tion Commissioner F. A. Jones. The 
essence of the complaint is that Jones 
is alleged to have held office in, owned 
stock of and received emoluments 
from a corporation over which the 
commission holds &uthority, this in 
violation of a State statue. 

Jones and Davis, respectively, were 
president and secretary of the Bank- 
ers’ Fire Insurance Company and 
Phoenix Fire Underwriters, two Ari- 
zona corporations owned almost en- 
tirely by a Los Angeles corporation, 
the Merchants & Insurers Reporting 
Company. In the Los Angeles con- 
cern the Arizona companies were 
treated as assets to the amount of 
their capital stock, $300,000, which 
ls understood to have been:the sum 
subscribed into the parent business. 
The Bankers’ is understood to have 
written about a million dollars insur- 
ance in Arizona, the policies signed 
“F. A. Jones, per P.” Jones had de- 
nied all knowledge that his name was 
being used in this manner. Davis has 
eut all connection with the insurance 
companies but Jones is said to be a 
‘stockholder still. The companies have 
‘been under investigation in Los An- 
\geles and last Thursday were consid- 
lered in commission session wherein 
Davis's lawyers, Sloan, Seabury and 
Westervelt, charged that Jones was 
disqualified to sit.

VOTERS RESENT IT.

The communication to the Mayor 
and the list of signers, follows: 

We, the undersianed merchanta, 
business men and large taxpayers of 
the City of Los Angeles, having the 
best interests of the city of Los An- 
geles at heart, desire to respectively 
draw your attention to a matter re- 
garding the Proposed power bond 
election, and to make a request in 
connection therewith: 

At the nd election held April 15, 
1913, when there wis a total of $17,- 
690,000 bonds voted u; on, one of the 


items was for $6,500,0u, of power 
bonds, which the majority of 
the voters understood were (for 
the installation of an elec- 


tric distributing system in the city of 
Los Angeles. The fact that $750,000 
of this sum was asked for the com- 
pletion of the power plant was not 
made clear and understood by the 
public. 

The original amount voted by the 
taxpayers for the installation of a 
power plant was $3,500,000 and at the 
bond election, which it is now pro- 
posed to hold November 15, 1913, it 
appears that the sum of $1,250,000, or 
an addition of approximately one-third 
of the original amount asked for this 
work, is to be voted von, but as the 
proposal now stands, it fs included iff 
a total of 66,500,000, the additional 
$5,250,000 being for a distributing 
system. 

We are of the opinion that the 
power plant should be completed at 
the earliest possible date, and that no 
risks should be taken of further de- 
lay in this matter. For this reason 
we urge that the amount of mone 
asked for the completion of the power 
plant, $1,250,000, should be segre- 
gated from the amount asked for the 
electric distributing system, $5,250,000, 
so that the voters may have the op- 
portunity of expressing their opinion 
on each one of these itema. 

There are two particular reasons 
why it is probable that if both tasues 
were combined itn one vote, they will 
be defeated. The first is, the money 
markets are tied up at the present, 
and the attempted sale of additional 


| securities by the citw at this time may 


not be considered feasible and desir- 
The second reason is. that not- 
withstanding the material increase In 
the assessed valuation of city prop- 
erty. the tax rate has advanced from 
$1.54 to $1.60. 

This election will demand the earn- 
est consideration of the taxpayers of 
Los Angeles and we believe that they 
should have a chance to vote on bonds 
asked for the completion of the power 
plant, without being forced at the 
fame time to vote on bonds for the 
installation of an electric distribur- 
ing system. If both tesvues are com- 
hined, it is probable that both wil! be 
defeated, whereas if they are segre- 
gated, we believe that the amount of 


jmoney required for the completion 
“f the plan@® will probably be car- 
ried out. 


The granting of our request in this

The income tax was first tm- 
posed in Great Britain in Jan- 
uary, 1799, during the ministry 
of Pitt, after failing to raise 
revenue enough to meet the ex- 
igencies of the pertod by 
trebling the amount of 
sessed taxes. Under that old 
law all incomes under $200 
were exempt. 

The first income tax to be 
imposed in the United States 
was Curing the Civil War, when 
in 1561 Congress authorized a 
tax of 3 per cent. on all in- 
comes over §800 per annum. 
In July, 1862, the tax rate was 
increased to assess all incomes 
under $5000 at the rate of 5 
per cent., with an exemption 
of $600 and house rent actuafly 
paid. There were other erada- 
tions of increased taxation on 
larger incomes, and also taxes 
on non-resident Americans.

The 
Obispo River then Was dammed where 
it dewed through tract of iow 


ground. This created a swamp, in 
which the water soon rose to a level 
high enough to afford a supply for 
sluicing purposes. 

At the edge of the lake were in- <. 
stalled two pumps, and @ forty-inch <<. 
water main was laid from there up an °° — 
Incline to the high ground back of | 
Gold Hill. 

This main supplies several monitors, «<< - 
from the nozzles of which streams of ©: 
water issue at @& pressure of about 
eighty pounds to the square inch. The 
loose earth played upon by these 
streams is rapidly dissolved and car- 
ried by flumes down to the swamp. 

The counter-sluicing operation re- 
moves about 100,000 cuble yards of 
earth a month, and at about one-sixth 
tne cost of steam-shovel operations 
The direction of the slide apparently 
has been changed and the canal, tt 
seems, is no longer in danger. 


The Longest Concrete Arch. -

be the longest arch in reinforced con- 
crete is now being built at Langwiez, 
Switzerland, on the Chur-Arosa ralfl- 
way. The arch will have 160 feet rise 
and a clear leneth between abutments 
of 230 feet. This willl be the largest 
structure of its kind in existence, be- 
ing about two feet longer and 1390 
feet higher than the Risorgimento

According to programme the veto 
message of the Mayor on the ordl- 
nance granting a permit to the South- 
ern Pacific Company to relocate its 
main tracks in Alameda street, be- 
‘ween Fourth and Sixth street, by 


moving them fo the west side ef the’ 


street, was presented to the City 
Counell yesterday merning, and the 
veto Was sustaiped by unanimous vote. 
his brings the relecation of tracks 
subject down to the alternative 
proposition submitted by the South- 
ern Pacific officials for the purpose 
of getting order out of more or less 
chaos, This proposition is to allow 
& relocation of the main tracks north 
of Fourth street, between Third and 
Vincent streets, carrying with it the 
permission to relocate two spur 
tracks crossing Fourth street so #s 
to Swe better a@cess to the company's 
depot grounds. 

This proposal has been recom- 
mended by the Board of Public Util- 
ties, and will go to the Counell <o- 
morrow morning. The relocation of 
1 third epur track, necessary in the 
same connection, will be considered 
by the Public Utilitles Committee at 
a conference tomorrow afternoon. 


A deleeation of members of the 
Chamber of “ommerce was before 
the Council again yesterday to urze 


speedy action. F. W. Blanchard of 
the Chamber of 
Committee made a strongeplea for 
the adoption of the alternative propo- 
sition without delay. 

Ira A. Francis, attorney for the Lo 
Angeles Public Market, stated that 
this concern, which represents an in- 
vestment of $3,000,000, Is located at

OSING THE PHILIPPINES. 
The process of “losing” the Philip- 
pine Islands will be found not free from 
difficulty. President Wilson cannot ac- 
complish it by an executive order as he 
seems to imagine. There are constitu- 
tiona) restrictions upon the Presidential 
power which even he must respect, and it 
is not given to him to expa a citizen 
of the United States, or take under 
the fag any part of our territory which 
was obtained from another nation by con- 
quest, “by purchase, or by treaty. 

The sovereignty of the Philippine Islands 
is vested in the United States by the treaty 
of 1898 made with Spain by which we ac 
quired them, with Porto Rico and Gram, 
partly as a war indemnity and partly as a 
purchase. 

There is no way under the Constitution 
of the United States by which we can dl- 
vest ourselves of the sovereignty or release 
ourselves from the obligations then  in- 
curred, except by a new treaty with Spain, 
or by an act'of Congress abrogating the 
treaty of 1898. 

Spain might be agreeable to the making 
of a new treaty in which the future status 
of the islands might be fixed, or she might 
decline to do so, knowing that the abroga 
tion of the treaty of 1898 by act of Congress 
would necessarily restore the islands to 
their former status as a Spanish colony. 

Thus restored, what would be the obliga- 
tion af Spain to the Filipinos? The powers 
of the Spanish throne are unbampered by 
any written constitution. She could re 
sume her control of the islands as a 
colonial possession. She could give their 
people a fight for their independence, or 
she could sell islands and people in a job 
lot to Japan, or England, or France, or 
Germany. 

And what about Porto Rico’? A repeal! 
of the treaty of 1898 would restore Porto 
Rico as well as the Philippines to Spain. 
t is a transfer which the dwellers in that 
Caribbean paradise would probally accept 
with composure, for it would enable them 
to import goods from Burope free from 
American tariff duties, and they have lost 
the protective duty on sugar under which 
they were advancing in prosperity. 

The representative of the New York darco 
lemon importers—Burton Harrison, the 
spoiled son of a gifted mother—who was 
gent to Manila by President Wilson to carry 
out his “meddle and muddle” policy there, 
can at last accomplish nothing In the way 
of “losing the Philippines” without, the ac 
tion of Congress, and the tariff, the cur 
rency bill, and trust-busting and the Mext- 
can question have given and will give the 
Democratic caucus about all its overloaded 
stomach can assimilate for the present.

Gossip is supposéd to*Dear the same re- 
lation to slander that fibbing does to the 
lie direct. But while fibbing may be harm- 
less, gossip always inclines to the malicious. 
It résembles a box of poisoned and 
the best people don’t dea! in such 
ities. 

The wise man of Israel has written: 
“He that winketh bis eye causeth sorrow.” 
Gossip is always winking its eye with a 
sly, slow lowering of a significant lid; it 
gays so little and infers so much, Bacon

human trait, indeed, but easily abused. 
Then gossip gets tn its deadly work by not 
honestly ergtifying this curiosity. So it be- 
comes a snowball! starting from a mountain 
top to finish up as an avalanche in the val- 
ley below. And incidentally innocent trav- 
elers are caught in the slide, 

Another reason why gossip is so universal 
iz because it is filled with human interest, 
it has to do with people, with daily life, with 


happenings close at home; not with remote |. 


theories or abstract philosophies. It gives 
a relish to the cup of coffee at breakfast, 
it favors the entrees for the guests at the 
dinner table, 

For all these reasons it is hard to make 
gossip a crime in common law. Ip its ae- 
tive form, as slander, the law may catch it; 
but in its embryonic shape, to prosecute 
gossip Is too much like trying to locate a 
mountain spring from the deck of a ship in 
mid-ocean. We know the spring has some- 
how reached the ocean, but that is as far as 
we can go. 

And yet—the indirect victims of gossip, 
sometimes harmlessly intended, are scat- 
tered along the streets of every city and 
the lanes of every country village. The 
shack of that embittered old bachelor, the 
cottage of that despondent, prematurely- 
aged woman may tell the tale. Here a 
broken-hearted pastor “gossiped” out of his 
living, there an innocent gir! “gossiped” out 
of ber character; a too talkative merchant 
gossiped out of his customers or a too timid 
gentleman gossiped into jail. But the 
tongue that started the idle talk that grew 
so by repetition its too far away to be 
reached by a specific law. The law can- 
not deal with causes till the effect has been 
proved dangerous, and gossip works so 
slowly and so secretiy. A direct slander 
can be faced and refuted: “but a lie which 
is half a truth is a harder matter to fight.”

HE FALL OF SULZER. 
As Former Governor Sulzer of New 
York says, there may be a higher court 
than Charles Murphy, dictator of Tammany 
Hall and Democrat, but Sulzer will find no 
solace there. 

The former Governor stands convicted of 
a felony. He protests his innocence, and 
innocent he may be, but the evidence 
against him seems, to all who have followed 
the case, overwhelming. 

It makes little difference from what 
source thé enmity arose that caused Sul- 
zer’s campaign contributions to be Investt- 
gated. Had he rendered an honest ac- 
counting even Tammany Hall could not 
have proved him an embezzler. 

The New York World, one of the fiercest 
‘foes that Charlies Murphy has ever had, also 

the one newspaper that championed Sulzer 
from the first, repudiated him and called 
upon him to resign before impeachment 
proceedings had been instituted. Had there 
been the shadow of a doubt that Sulzer was 
not guilty, had there been one iota of evi- 
dence to indicate that the charges against 
him were fabrications of Tammany Hall, 
his friends would not have been the first to 
turn aside with condemnation, 

The fall of Sulzer, as is the fall of any 
man who has risen to heights of eminence, 
is pathetic. He became a national figure 
by championing the worthy cause of the 
Jews upon Russia’s refusal to grant them 
transports. He was one of the men who 
caused the abrogation of treaty between 
this country and Russia, and won by that 


both Jews and gentiles. 

The most pitiful aspect of Sulger’s hnu- 
milfiation is the desolation of his wife. It 
is remembered that when the charges were 
first made against him alleging that he used 
campaign contributions to play the stock 
market, she came forward and tried to as- 
sume the responsibility, saying that she had 
taken the money from the source alleged 
and gambled on the Stock Exchange with- 
out her husband's knowledge. It was to no 
avail. It was established that her sacrifice 
was greater than her veracity, but she is 
not unhonored for falsehood told tn behalf 
of the man she loved. =:

Why this crusade against the “staid” and 
“respectable” woman of society? ’ 

Is it no longer a virtue to be respectable? 

Is the quality of staidness no longer de 
alrable? 

To be staid means to be “of a steady and 
sober character; not flighty or wild; grave; | 
sedate.” 

Not bad qualities, these, for every-day: 
uses. 

To be respectable—— 

It means a lot of things, this being re 
spectable. Briefly, it means to be deserwv 
Ing of respect; it is a term used tn defining 
& just appreciation of moral worth. 

It is not merely a pretty term with which 
te designate the badge one wears. It is not 
strictly a term of eulogy for the organiza- 
tion to which one belongs. Respectability 
is much more intimate and personal than 
all that in its application. 

It is quite conceivable that one may even 
be a suffragette and yet not truly deserve 
respect in one’s own person. It is entirely 
within the realm of possibility that one may 
even substribe to the sentiment of the “old- 
fogy antis” and stil) not be entitled to deco 
rate one's bosom with the badge of moral 
worth. 

To be respectable is to be worthy of re 


Then why this attitude of pity and con- 
tempt; this smile and shrug of kindly tol 
eration and patient forbearance? Why is 
there that of subtle tnsolence Injected into‘ 
the term, that the words, “a good, respecta- 
ble woman,” from the lips of certain ad- 
vanced thinkers, should bring the angry 
blood to one’s face like the sting of the 
open hand upon one’s cheek?

Do you get the subtle atmosphere?—the 
smile, the shrug, the covert side-glance of 
pity, the uplifted brow of scorn! 

“Staid and respectable members of so- 
clety”—poor dears! 

The author of the editorial from which ! 
heve quoted above falls into an assumption 
of error in the very beginning of his expo 
sition. ‘ 

“The argument of the entirely respecta- 
ble ladies ts based upon the theory that all 
vice is alluring,” he oracularly proclaims. 

The statement “that the exposure of vice 
tends to increase vice” is not made upon 
the theory that vice is alluring. Far from 
it, It is based upon the known fact that 
the things with which we occupy our 
thoughts register their impression upon the 
brain with an automatic tendency to per 
petuate and deepen this impression. 

You can't allow your thoughts to dwell 
persistently upon the: manifestations of 
vice and at the same time evolve the gort 
of brain cells that will, in their turn, tend 
to produce manifestations of virtue. 

That is why we prefer to have the people 
ocoupy their thoughts with the manifesta- 
tions of purity, instead of holding up the 
distorted image of unchastity for their selif- 
conscious consideration. We know that 
wholesome pictures of life as we want it to 
be register good impressions for further 
manifestation of good; while the most bril- 
liant dramatic presentation of brothel! life 
and bawdy-house activities can do no more 
than register impressions after their kind. 
Like produces like, It's not sentiment—it’s 
science. 


One further brief quotation from this es- 
sayist: 

“Put things that are vicious behind the 
curtain and nine persons of ten will think 
they are alluring. Bring those same things 
into the light and nine persons of ten will 
know they are disgusting. 

“It is to be hoped that the eminently good

It tickles our vanity immensely to fancy 
that we have evolved from the brute-beast 
plane of organic life into a more ethereal- 
ized form of substance; but we shal! evolve 
much faster when we learn to distinguish 
the brute-beast instinct under whatsoever 
guise it masks.

A Change in the Calendar. 

MONROVIA, Oct. 18.—[To the Fal- 
tor of The Times:) A few days ago &@ 
writer stated in The Times that Amef- 
iea was diacovered on October 132, 
1492, and that it was exactly 421. years 
from thet date to Sunday, October 12, 
1913. He is quite wrong; for it lacks 
just nine days of 421 years. He and 
a multitude of others overlook the 
fact that a very interesting event oc- 
curred subsequent to the discovery of 
America, which changed the anni- 
versary of that discovery from Uc- 
tober 12 to October 21. At midnight, 
Wednesday, September 2, 1752, as the 
clocks struck 12 throughout England, 
Treland, Wales and the American col- 
onies eleven days were instantaneous- 
ly dropped from the calendar, so that 
the following day became September 
14 tnstead of September %, and the 
month of September in that year con- 


{tained only nineteen days and the year

Washington, who was born on Febru- 
ary 11, O.8., changed Nis birthday to 
February 22, NS.

A TAX PARADOX. 


Loophole Discovered in Germany's 

New Law Which Reduces Payments 

on High Increments 

[Pittsburch Gazette-Times:) A 
Germaf tax expert has found a cu- 
rious and amusing loophole in the 
new armament taxation bills, by 
which a taxpayer, by reporting «a 
greater amount of property for taxa- 
tion than he possesses may pay less 
taxes than ff assessed at the correct 
amount. The paradox is due to the 
fact that the new measure combines 
a direct property tax with a higher 
increment tax and can be taken ad- 
vantage of only by a taxpayer who 
has reason to expect a steady increase 
in the value of his property. If he 
discounts this and returns his prop- 
erty next January at the figure which 
he expects it will reach in 1917, when 
the inerement tax becomes effective, 
he will, it is true, pay a higher direct 
tax, but save the amount of the in- 
erement tax, which on moderate prop+ 
erties le 75 per cent. of the increase 
as against the direct tax rate of 15 to 
35 per cent. 

The government, faced with the 

possibility of tax dodging, ‘has 
forced to announce, semt-officially, 
that persons returning their property 
for assessment at an excessive ficure 
will be subjected to the same penal- 
ties of imprisonment and fine as these 
returning too little. a 
Dr. Heinz Potthof of Dusseldorf, 
who found the important loophole in 
the law, Illustrates it with the folleow- 
ing example: 
A has property valued at $7500, 
which he increases each year by sav- 
ings and labor by $1250. If he is 
assessed in 1914 for $7500 and in 
1917 for $11,260, his taxes will 
amount to 15 per cent. of $7500 and! 
75 per cent. of the increase of $3750, 
amounting altogether to $39.37. If, 
however, A gives his property valua- 
tion in 1914 as $11,250, he will have 
to pay only 15 per cent. of this dur- 
ing the next three years, amounting 
to $14.37, and no tax for the suc- 
ceeding period, since there is no In- 
erement. He, therefore, saves $25 
by giving the higher valuation. 

The saving is relatively smaller in 
the case of large properties. If A 
has property worth $37,500, which he 
increases each year by $2500, his taxes 
for the six years under a proper val- 
uation would amount to $181.25. If 
he has his property valued in the be- 
ginning at $423,500, his taxes will 
amount to only $150, showing a sav- 
ing of $21.25.

METERS CHEAT COMPANY? 


| 


In Eagle Rock the water meters 
cheat the water company. This state- 
ment was made with positive em- 
phasis yesterday by Manager Wieman 
of the company in testimony before 
Commissioner Gordon of the State 
Railroad Commission in the case of 
the city of Eagle Rock vs. that com- 
pany. 

“We get the best meters we can 
find,” said Wieman, but under cer- 
tain circumstances they cheat us out 
of from 200 to 300 feet of water a 
month.” 

“Climate must be bad for water 
companies,” said Gordon. 

The complaint revolves around 
what Gordon denominated as 
“most remarkable’ system of water 
charges and water regulations of 
which he had ever heard. 

According to the testimony, 4 per- 
gon pays 75 cents to the water com- 
pany whether he uses water or not. 
It was also shown that the instalia- 
tion of service connection and meters 
costs the property owner from $15 
to $50 according to the size of meter 
installed. Yet the meter does not 
thereby become the possession of the 
property owner, but remains vested in 
fee simple with the company. 

The city of Eagle Rock petitions 
for a general revision of the water 
rates and of all the regulations of 
the company. Tne water company 
sought to prove that it would lose 
money were rates reduced to a mean 
level, as physical conditions had made 
the cost of its plant excessively high, 
while the pumping of water at the 
same rate to hill homes as to the 
homes that are reached by gravity 
water would be unjust. : 

The entire day was occupied with 
the hearing, which was filled with 
technicalities of the engineering va- 
riety. 


TIME TO PQUALIZE. 


Inglewood Water Company Given 
Middle of Next Month to Clear 
Rate Tangte. 

In a decision handed down yester- 
day by the State Railroad Commission 
the Inglewood Water Company is 
given until November 15 to equalize 
its rates and establish a system by 
which customers will be informed 
monthly of the amount of their bills. 
The decision was the aftermath to 
the so-called “15-cent” case which 
came before the commission in a 
complaint of O. E. Slinack. He set 
forth that the water company per- 
sisted in imposing a fine of 15 cents on 
all bills remaining unpaid after the 
15th of the month, in spite of the 
fact that it refused to furnish con- 
summers with bills. 

In the hearing in this city before 
Commission Loveland September 25 
the fact was established that not only 
were no bills furnished, but that cus- 
tomers with lawns were given a lower 
rate than those using the water for 
domestic purposes only.

GREAT ASSET. 


CALIFORNIA FINANCIALLY FREE 
KANSAS BANKER SAYS. 


“California appears to be inde- 
Pendent of the great financial powers 
of the East,” Herbert M. Brieden- 
thal, member of a distinguished fam- 
ily of Kansas bankers, declared yes- 
terday at the Lankershim. “I am 
convinced that this State is less de- 
pendent upon Wall street than any 
other section of the country.” 

The visitor is the son of the late 
John W. Breidsnthal, one of the most 
widely known men of Kansas. The 
elder ~Breidenthal was State Bank 
Commissioner for ten years and the 
author of the three most important 
financial laws of K He wrote 
the bankine law, the trust company 
jaw and the building and loan asso- 
ciation law. 

“In the Middle West we feel that 
we are remarkably free from the 
domination of the money 
powers,” Breidenthal cofitinued, “but 
I can see that we are much more de- 
pendent upon Wall street than you 
are in California. 

“I was surprised to learn that here 
in California you are able to finance 
all legitimate business enterprises 
without calling on the East for as- 
sistance. California seems to be a 
financial kingdom unto itself, and 
this certainly is a most desirable sit- 
uation. From surface indications it 
appears that California did not fee! 
the late financial stringency so no- 
ticeable in the East and some parts 
of the Middle West. 

“The optimism of the Pacific Coast 
region is a etriking thing and one of 
ite most valuable assets. In Califor- 
nia optimism seems to be a tangible 
asset. I find that here optimism ts 
much more than a mental condition.

son who receives the interest, the per- 
son paying the Interest must also pay 
the income on it. 

Take the unregistered coupon bond, 
for instance. That involves a con- 
tract entered into before the imcome 
law went into effect. The source from 
which the bond is iasued and from 
which the interest is paid seldom has 
knowledge of the person who collects 
the interest—that is, the person who 
clips the coupon. The issuer of the 
bend is the source from which the 
interest ig paid, and that being the 
case, how can the issuer of the bond 
—who also advances the interest 
give notice to the gollector that un- 
der a contract entered into before the 
income law went into effect that he 
has made payment of interest on a 
coupon bond to certain persons when 
those persons are unknown to him? 

When it tis considered that there 
are over $28,000,000,000 industrial 
bonds in ‘this country, and that the 
issuers of those bonds do not as a 
general thing know who holds them, 
and cannot therefore name the per- 
sons to whom they pay the interest, 
the hardship that will be worked upon 
all bonded industries at once becomes 
apparent. - Both the bond and the 
coupon are negotiable. It is impos- 
sible to tell from whom the revenue 
collector should deduct the income tax 
because of interest pald by the issuer 
of the bond. But under the law the 
tlasuer of the bond is liable for being 
ignorant of the person who clips the 
coupon. Which is a sort of an ex 
post facto law to punish people, for 
doing business under former 
The ftesuers of the bonds will not 
only be compelled to pay the interest 
on those bonds, but wi!! aleo be com- 
pelled to pay the income tax on that 
interest. And, as was said before, 
there are over $28,000,000,000 worth 
of such bonds in this country on 
which the issuers will, in most cases, 
have to pay the income tex on the 
interest that they themselves y out. 
Banks are not required to deduct the 
tax as on foreign coupons. 

TAX ON FOREIGNERS. 


The law says that all persons or 
corporations (page 198, and for cor- 
porations, page 219) residing in for- 
eign countries who have interests in 
this country shal) render an account 
of thelr gross income. For corpora- 
tions, joint-stock companies, associa- 
tions or instrance companies it pro- 
vides that they shall give the gross 
amount of income “from all sources 
within and without the United States,” 
so that the revenue department may 
campute how much of an Income tax 
is due this government.

The source of 
every cent that pours into their im- 
mense coffers must be itemized and 
submitted to an agent of the United 
States who draws, as a salary for his 
position, but $4900. 

It is aleo provided (page 189) that 
all citizens of this country, whether 
residing at home or abroad, shall pay 
an income tax. 

Jones, let us say, lives in London. 
He owns ne property in the United 
States, but owns considerable In Eng- 
land. His tncome w already taxed 
under the English law. Also the 
United States will lay claim to a 
small share. 

The revenue collectors admit that 
they are going to try to get it, but 
what machinery they will use is not 
known. Jones, at present, can afford 
to ahap his fingers at Uncle Sam, for 
certainly the offense of not paying 
an income tax is hardly extraditable. 


INDEBTEDNESS ENCOURAGED. 

The law states that in computing 
the net tneome of taxable persons 
“all Interest paid on indebtedness 
shall be deducted” (page 194.) 

Persons with taxable iricomes are 
therefore to go in debt. 
As an example: mith is Hable for a 
tax of $120 on his Income. However, 
if he borrows $1500 at 8 per cent. 
he willl not have to pay a cent of the 
Income tax, If he doesn’t borrow it 
he will; therefore by going in debt 
he gets the use of the money with- 
out additional expense to himself. 
If he doesn’t pay the $120 to his 
creditor he will be compelled to pay 
it to the government.

Ryan at one 
time was in the employ of Lyman and 
made a trip to Panama in the ostens!- 
ble interest of the corporation. The 
presence of Ryan is considered of the 
utmost importance by the government, 
for it is asserted he Was in touch with 
all of the @ngles of the Panama De- 
velopment Company enterprise. 

It ie now believed that the Lyman 
case will take four or five weeks for 
trial.

BIG GUSHER AFTRE. 


Southern Pacific Well Is Pillar of 
Piames—Fiows Only One Hour Be- 


fore Blaze Starts, 
fey A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES | 

TAFT, Oct. 18.—Within an hour 
after No. 21 well of the Southern Pa- 
cifie Company's subsidiary. the Kern 
Trading and Oil Company, came in 
at 3:30 o'clock this morning, with a 
flow of 1000 barrels an hour, it caught 
fire and is now a roaring pillar of fire 
and smoke. Although a gusher was ex- 
pected, it was not thought that the 
oll bearing sands would be reached for 
at least another fifty -feet and the 
drillers were caught unprepared, with 
their tools in the well, when the rush 
came. 

The gushing ol! filled the small rig 
sump in less than an hour and over- 
flowed into a sump owned by the 
Mays Oll Company on a lower level. 

There was a flash of fire from the 
lower sump and a few minutes later 
the entire ravine was @ solid mass of 
flame. No effort is being made to ex- 
tinguish the fire, which promises to 
burn for weeks before it can be 
brought under control. All attention 
is being paid instead to surrounding 
property, which includes a %800-bar- 
rel gusher that came in last week and 
the Mays No. 9. 


FULLERTON. 

FULLERTON, Oct. 18.—A good oll 
strike has been made in the Standard’s 
well No. 1 on lease No. 2 in the city 
limits of Fullerton. The well has not 
developed into a gusher, but within a 
short time after oil was found in the 
hole, early this morning, the oil stood 
at a depth of 700 feet in the well, 
which ts down over 2590 feet. 

Local drillers say the well will now 
pump over 500 barrels daily. It will 
be put on the pump soon, and unless 
it produces at least 500 barrels daily, 
the hole will be deepened. The well is 
a little over a mile north from the 
business district of Fullerton and is on 
what is known as one of the Coyotes 
leases, which ts located east of the 
Murphey and Emery wells.

OME women can reason in a 

clear and logical manner; others 

get both themselves and their au- 
dience all mixed up in a lot of super- 
fluous verbiage that makes their ex- 
positions about as clear as mud.

DIRECTS WAR 
FROM AFAR OFF. 


General Controls His Troops 
in an Office. 


Follows Moves of Armies 


Upon a Map. 
Visitors to Paris Official 
Must Wear Gloves. 


[A. P. Correspondence to The Times] 

PARIS, Oct. 5.—An excellent idea 
of what a modern land battle is like 
was obtained during the French 
army maneuvers, when Gen. Nicolas 
Chomer, commanding the 60,000 men 
of the Southern army, did not see 
a regiment during the five days nor 
on the final day of the battle did he 
hear a gun. 

The general’s headquarters on the 
last day were in a pleasant wayside 
tavern, twenty-five miles behind the 
firing lines, which extended about the 
Same length. A large scale map of the 
region was spread upon a table, a row 
of telephones like that in a New York 
broker's office was on a wall in the 
dining-room, the tables of the field 
telegraphers were on the other side 
of the room, and wireless instruments 
cracked in an outbuilding. On the 
meadow adjoining military aeroplanes 
arrived and departed, adjutants tak- 
ing the reports of the aviators. 

Three colonels of the staff collated 
the telephonic, telegraphic and wire- 
less reports and the airmen’s observa- 
tions, moving colored broad-headed 
pins on the map, thus indicating from 
moment to moment the relative posi- 
tions of their own and the enemy's 
troops. 

Gen. Chomer studied the map at- 
tentively. Now aad then he gave an 
order concerning the movement of 
his troops or discussed with his chief- 
of-staff the significance of the infor- 
mation just received. 

Gen. Paul Pau, the commander-in- 
chief of the rival Northern army, un- 
der much the same circumstances, 
sat some fifty miles away, sending 
his brigades and divisions into action, 
with no more of the tumult of war 
than is heard during a cable chess 
match. 

MUST BE GLOVED.

The budget of the Prefect of the

000 more than this year. Among the 
suggestions for raising the revenue is 
that a special tax shall be placed on 
foreign residents living in Paris, 
based on the rental of their houses or 
apartments. The American colony is 
very strong in Paris and if this 
recommendation were to be adopted, 
it would affect 2000 or 3000 fami- 
lies. 


FLIGHT STOPS PLAY. 

The success of Roland Garros's re- 
cent daring flight across the Mediter- 
ranean Sea has caused the postpone- 
ment of a play which was shortly to 
open in one of the Parisian theaters. 
The whole plot of the piece apparently 
hinged on the impossibility of flying 
from France to North Africa, which 
is now shown to be gasy. The At- 
lantic Ocean, it is stated, is to be sub- 
stituted for the Mediterranean, but 
this will entail the rearrangement of 
so much of the play that it will not 
be ready for some time. 

Wireless telegraphy has enabled the 
French and American authorities to 
determine within the one-hundredth 
part of a second the difference in time 
between Paris and Washington, but 
experiments are still in progress for 
the purpose of eliminating all errors. 

The French government has sent a 
commission to Washington to renew 
jointly with the American officers at 
Arlington the exchange of wireless 
signals with the Eiffel Tower. It is 
composed of Martial Simonin, an as- 
tronomer of the Observatory of Paris; 
Capt. A. Carrier of the Colonial In- 
fantry, and Naval Lieutenant Gignon. 
Prof. Henri Abraham of the Sorbonne 
sailed later to join the party, with. 
the object of studying with photo- 
graphic registration wireless signais 
and experiments in the velocity tn the 
propagation of wireless waves. Later 
in the year the first party returns to 
Paris, and will be replaced by Eloi 
Viennet, an astronomer of the Ob- 
servatory of Paris, and P. Avuverny, 
an ensign of the navy, who have been 
working tn the Eiffel Tower. 

The American Navy Department at 
the same time will send an astron- 
emer from the Naval Observatory in 
Washington and one or more officers, 
with the same objects, to Paris. 

The officers of both navies wil! thus 
work firat on one side and then on the 
other. so as to eliminate as far as pos- 
sible the errors arising from the per-. 
sonal equation. The astronomical in- 
struments used in the observations 
also will be employed first on one side 
and then on the other to correct such 
slight variations as may be due to 
mechanical imperfection.

LISRON (Portugal) Oct. 5.—Vust 
about three-fourths of the Portuguese 
people can neither read nor write, ac- 
cording to the latest official census, 
which shows that in Portugal, Ma- 
deira and the Azores there was 4 to- 
tal population of 6,960,066, of whom 
4,478,098 were totally lliterate. There 
are 2,828,691 men and 3,131,365 
women.

COMMEMORATE 
LEIPSIC VICTORY. 


Germans Dedicate Monument 
to Napoleon's Defeat. 
Imposing Structure Erected 
on the Battlefield. 


Stands Where Allies Drove 
Back Corsican’s Army.

LEIPSIC (Germany). Oct. 16.—On 
the field of the “Battle of the Na- 
tions,” where just 100 years ago 
the defeat of Napoleon by the Allies 
virtually resulted in the Nberation of 
Germany, there was dedicated today 
one of the most imposing battle 
monuments in the world. The cere- 
monies were notable even In this year 
of historic anniversaries in Germany. 

The sovereigns of Austria, Russia 
and Sweden, the nations that fought 
with Prussia to break the power of 
Napoleon in Germanic Europe, sent 
their personal representatives, and all 
the federated princes and Mayors of 
the German empire were present. 
Thir host is King Frederick August 
Iif of Saxony, sixth in line of di- 
rect descent from that King Freder- 
ick August I, who fought with Na- 
poleon against the Allies: whose 
troops deserted to the Allies on the 
decisive day, and who, himself, 
vainly appealing for terms, was taken 
to Berlin and kept a virtual prisoner 
for three years. 

The structure dedicated is today by 
far the largest and highest in Europe. 
It stands just south of Leipsic, near 
Probstheida, the village out of which 
the Allies drove Napoleon on Oc- 
tober 18, 1813, the decisive day of 
the “Battle of Nations.”’ The fight had 
then raged for six days between the 
Austrians, Prussians, Russians and 
Swedes on the one side, and the 
French, aided by the Saxons and 
Wurttembergers on the other, when 
the deciding day came. On the fol- 
lowing day Napoleon abandoned the 
contest, leaving behind 78,000 of his 
army of 180,000 men, 15,000 of them 
dead. The Allies, at a loss of 51.000 
from a total strength of about 300,- 
000, had made Germany free from 
foreign domination to the banks of 
the Rhine. 

The idea of a monument on the 
battlefield was broached in the follow- 
ing year by Ernst Moritz Arndt, and 
found support from a number of 
prominent Germans and from a Rus- 
sian diplomat. An organization was 
formed at Leipsic to keep alive the 
memory of the battle, but a king in 
captivity furnished grounds for aban- 
doning the movement. The monu- 
ment idea came up from time to time 
in the succeeding years, and in 1863, 
on the fiftieth anniversary of the bat- 
tle, the foundation stone of a monu- 
ment was laid. 

Then came the wars of 1864, 1866 
and 1870-71, and it remained for the 
German Patriots’ Association, formed 
in Leipaic in 1894, to take the matter 
up and carry it to a successful conclu- 
sion. Four years later the necessary 
money had been raised, a design by 
Prof. Bruno Schmitz had been ac- 
cepted and the first sod was turned 
for the work on October 18, 1898. 

The monument stands on a hill 
about 100 feet above the level of the 
surrounding country. It is approached 
by a flight of 110 steps hewn in gran- 
ite. On the base of the monument at 
the head of the stairs is an imposing 
relief, 180 feet long and sixty feet 
wide, the work of Christian Behrens. 
In the center of the relief is a heroic 
figure of Saint Michael. On each side 
of him Furies with torches hover 
over a battlefield strewn with dead. 
Above, in letters six feet high, is the 
motto of the anti-Napoleon warriors: 
“Gott Mit Uns” (God with us.) 

The monument rises to a height of 
nearly 300 feet. It is of reinforced con- 
crete, faced with porphyry. On the 
ground level is a crypt, surrounded by 
eight gigantic stone masks, represent- 
ing fate. In front of each mask stands 
two warriors twice life size, holding 
the death watch. Above this crypt is 
a rotunda, enclosing the Hall of 
Fame. About the walls sit four fig- 
ures, two male and two female, seven 
times lif esize. They represent Cour- 
age, Sacrifice, Exultation and Beltef. 
The figures are the work of Prof. 
Franz Metzner. 

Around the outside of the domed cu- 
pola which surmounts the montu- 
ment, stand twelve gigantic warrior 
figures. The interiors of three of them 
are occupled by winding stairs and 
an elevator, giving access to a balcony 
near the top of the monument. 

One striking thing is noted in con- 
nection with all the statues: not one 
represents any princé or sove 
The uprising against Napoleon in 1813 
was an uprising of the people, not of 
their rulers, and the new monument 
is a monument of the people. There 
is not a personal note about it. 


ITALIAN JUDGES MAY STRIKF. 


Lively Scenes Expected at First Na- 

tional Congress to Meet in Naples. 

Plan to Eliminate Incompetents.

ROME, Oct. 4.—Lively scenes are 
expected at the first national congress 
of Italian judges and magistrates 
which is to meet in Naples. 

The official organ of the new reform 
school of magistrates prints a short 
practical programme of ends to at- 
tain and the means for attaining them. 
The adhering judges demand the 
weeding-out of “numbskull,.” tncapa- 
ble and unworthy administrators of 
justice, who—they allege—constitute 
at least 20 per cent. of the Italian 
magistracy. 

They ask that the position of judges 
shall be simplified Into three categor- 
ies with fixed mintmum salaries of 
$800, $1000 and $1200 per annum, 
with a system of free competition for 
promotions, 

Should the Ministry of Justice re- 
fuse to consider thelr plaint ft ls pro- 
posed to resort to “economic sabot- 
age.” consisting of a rigid applica- 
tien of legal procedure whereby 
magistrates can cite numerous super- 
fluous witnesses to whom the makx!i- 
mum indemnity will be accorded, 
throwing upon the public exchequer 
a heavy burden of expense.

“Princesses and princes, archdukes 
and archducheasses insist upon taking 
a leaf out of the book of King Co- 
phetua and that romantic Archduke, 
John. who, some elghty years ago, 
married the daughter of the village 
postmaster. One of them calls him- 
self John Orth andg oes off to sea 
with a ballet girl: a second calls him- 
Herr Wuilfinge and takes flight to 
Switzerland with a star of the comic 
opera stage: a third takes the name 
of Herr Burg and settles down to do- 
mestic tranquility with the daughter 
of a high schoo! teacher—quite un- 
Presentable at court. It comes to his 
ears that the descendant of a fourth, 
being reduced to povertys has taken 
a situation as waiter in a cafe at 
Budapesth, while the whole worid 
rings with the proceedings of the lady 
whe might, at this hour, have been | 
Queen of Saxony if she had not pre- 
ferred for her husband, first a Belgian 
tutor and then an Italian professor of 
music. 

“Those, of course, have been the 
vagaries of comparatively distant rela- 
tions of the Mmperor, except Herr 
Burg, who is the brother of the Heir 
Apparent, but the revolt has also 
broken out in the immediate vicinity 
of the throne. The Heir Apparent 
himeeclf is married to a lady who, by 
birth. is only just noble, and was 
turned out at an hour's notice from 
the house of the Archducheas to whom 
she was lady-in-waiting, because her 


imperial lover's locket. 

“The widow of the Crown Prince 
Rudolph, Archduchess Stephanie, in- 
curred the Emperor's displeasure by 
marrying a Hungarian nobleman, 
Count Lonyay. One of the Emperor's 
grand-daughters came to him with the 
confession that happiness was out of 
the question for her unless she was 
allowed to marry young Otto von 
Windischgeraetz; while another of 
them gave her heart, and then insisted 
upon giving her hand, to the Baron 
Von Seefried. a mere lieutenant in the 
Be varian Cavalry.

KAISER’S BALLET SCHOOL 
TURNS OUT PREMIERES. 


have small troubles, and one of 

Kaiser Wilhelm’s smal! troubles 
is his ballet school. Wilhelm has « 
very decent sized ballet school with 
always at least fifty scholars, boys 
and girls. This ts not much com- 
pared with Czar Nicholas’s 150 pupils, 
but it is enough to produce good 
dancers. And the choice is enormous. 
Every year on the appointed day 
from 300 to 600 small Berlin boys 
and maids collect outside the 
Koenigliches Schauspielhaus, where 
the ballet school is, and offer them- 
selves as dancers, all swearing (or 
letting their parents swear,) that 
they have shown at home the genius 
of Taglioni. 

These are the best child dancers 
of Berlin. Bvery one of them is made 
to show her or his talent, and has 
a chance of acceptance, and free care 
and education for ten vears. The 
alm of every poor Berlin father and 
mother is to get the family genius 
into the Kaiser's ballet school. The 
belief is that this is an easy thing, 
and that glory looms ahead. First 
the infant will be looked over by the 
ballet school director, Herr Graeb. 
Next it will be seen by Count Huelsen- 
Haeseler, the Kaiser’s adviser on all 
dance matters. 

BACKED BY KAISER.

KAISER FACES FAMILY FEUD. 


Only Daughter Who Married Prince 
Ernest Is Partisan of the Guelphs. 
Family Conference Called. 

[Special Correspondence of The Times, } 

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—A remarkable 
family feud has been opened in the 
Emperor William's own household. 

The Kalser'’s only daughter, Princess 
Victoria Luise, who married the Duke 
of Cumberland’s son in May, last, has 
become such an ardent partisan of the 
Guelph cause that the Emperor has 
become much concerned over the mat- 
ter, and has decided to call a family 
conference in order to see what can 
be done. 

On the marriage of Princess Vic- 
toria with the only surviving son of 
the Duke of Cumberland, the heir of 
the Guelph claims in Germany, it was 
concluded that the longstanding feud 
between the House of Hohenzollern 
and the descendants of the last King 
of Hanover, had been healed, the 
Guelph claim to the throne of the 
one-time independent kingdom being 
finally abandoned. It will be remem- 
bered, too, that the bridegroom, in 
a letter in April to the Imperial 
Chancellor, stated that his father had 
handed over to him his rights in the 
government of the Duchy of Bruns- 
wick “in the expectation of the re- 
peal of the Federal Council's decisions 
of 1885 and 1907.” 

The kingdom of Hanover, the re- 
covery of which for the Cumberland 
family was the aim of the Guelph 
party since ite annexation by Prussia 
in 1866, was linked with Great Britain 
for over a hundred years—from the 
accession of George I to the British 
throne till the death of William IV. 
As the Salic law prevailed there, on 
the accession of Queen Victoria in 
England the crown went to Ernest 
Augustus, Duke of Cumberland, the 
fifth son of George III. 

After a brief but stormy sway, 
Hanover was iost to the Guelphs 
throveh the opposition of the blind 
George V to Pruasia’s schemes of 
agerandization. When the moment 


arrived for a decision to be made 
whether support should be given to 
Austria or Prussia, the two great 
protagonists in the battle and the 
change that altered the face of the 
Germanic countries, the wrong side 
was chosen. Prussia asked Hanover 
to remain neutral during her war with 
Austria. 
was the briefest of struggles in June, 
1866, and the smoke of battle had 
hardly died away before the fiat had 
gone forth that Hanover no longer 


existed as a kingdom, but as a mere 


province of victorious Prussia. There 
has always, however, been a loyalist 
party working for the return of the 


Guelphs. 
Hitherto the Kaiser has persistently 
declined to recognize the claims of the 


Cumberland family to the kingdom of 


Hanover, and also to the dukedom 
of Brunswick, the succession to which 
fell to the family later. 


“FAITHER TOITON’'S” WIDOW. 


Ex-Catholic Priest Is Once More in 
Trouble, and Is Held in a Paris 
Jail.

PARIS, Oct. 4.—~-Arrested primar- 


ily on a charge of swindling, M. Tol- 
ton, a Catholic ex-priest, is said to be 
concerned with other crimes of a 
more serious nature. 

Some time ago M. Tolton was sus- 
pended from his clerical office, but 
he, nevertheless, continued to wear 
the garb of a priest, and he was a 
well-known and prominent figure in 
the lower parts of Paris. 

Happening to be walking along a 
certaim street one day, an acquaint- 
ance of the ex-priest saw a woman 
meet with a slight accident while 
getting off a tramecar. The man 
helped the woman—a young and 
pretty widow—into a neighboring 
cafe, and, finding that she was of in- 
dependent means, he subsequently 
called upon her on several occasions, 
and pressed his intentions, posing as a 
lieutenant in the army. During one of 
these visits he introduced “Father 
Toiton” as his cousin. The result was 


that the impressiorable widow agreed 
to be “married” to the “lieutenant” 
by Tolton. 

A few days later the woman's lover 
stated that he was ordered to Morocco 
for a little time, and suggested that in 
the meantime his flancee should dis- 
pose of her furniture and valuable 
books, for which he had no room in 
the new home he was preparing. The 
“priest’’ offered to act as interme- 
diary in this matier and the widow 
consented. 

When, however, she went to keep 
an appointment with the amorous 
“lieutenant’ she found him missing: 
“Father” Toiton was also found, on 
inquiry, to be missing; and so were 
the valuable books and furniture 
which had been removed for “sale.” 

Now that the ingenious “priest” is 
under lock and key, the police are 
engaged upon investigating into his 
career, and it is believed that uglier 
things than swindling will come to 
light.

She de- 
clared herself affronted because at a 
featival at the Mason House, the Lord 
Mayor of London had appeared with- 
out a wig and because a bust of the 
Duke of Wellington was conspicuous- 
ly displayed. 

Her attempt to play the role of 
Denmark's melancholy Prince is 
called “her disgraceful desecration of 
Shakespeare's “Hamlet.”

INEFFECTUAL COMPARISONS. 
THE TWO GREAT REPU BOME 

UNITED STATES. By James Hamilton 

Rand. McNally & Co., Chicago and New York. 
HIS book of United States Senator 
James Hamilton Lewis neither 
convinces nor satisfies. By his own 
admission it is not scholastic, and by 
Ours it is not even scholarly. In the 
preface he made a promise which is 
unfulfilled and in ‘““‘The Comparison” 
he is neither authentic nor definite. 
Moreover, it is contradictory, ineffec- 
tual and obscure. It cannot be under- 
stood by one who has not a greater 
knowledge of Roman history than the 
author has displayed, and one possess- 
ing such an understanding wil! cer- 
tainly not agree with the implied cun- 
tentions. 

The preface promises much that will 
be of interest, but the promise is not 
kept. Says the author: “In this book 
I have proposed to compare conditions 
recorded in Homan history with those 
existing in America that should warn, 
by reason of the results at Rome. 

: The main purpese of this book 

is t© Compare events as they trans- 
pired in the one republic and in the 
other.” 
The chief comparisons that Mr. 
Lewis makes are those of the inequali- 
ties Of wealth in the two republics 
and “the influence of a large and 
conm®Mantiy-increasing class of dema- 
SOfues, possessed of knowledge of 
human nature and endowed with skill 
in the management of men, yet en- 
tlrely lacking In principle, patriotism 
or any sense of public obligation.” 

He begins by attempting to outline 
for the reader's convenience the Ro- 
man legislative assemblies, and then 
calls attention to, the fact that Rome 
was the first great melting pot, and 
hastens on leaving the reader to use 
what judgment may be at his command 
to determine whether the melting pot 
is @ benefit or curse. A cursory sketch 
of Roman ilstory follows, in which 
Gemagogues are rated, the 
martyrs and patriots lauded. 

Tf it was his purpose—and by the 
opening sentence in the preface as 
GUucted above it seems to have been— 
- show that conditions exist in the

of the manual of laws with full in- 
formation (304 B. C.) the author 
takes occasion to say: “The present 
attempt to monopolize legal education 
in the United States, and to attack 
all movements which might tend to a 
general diffusion of legal knéwiledre 
among the mass of the community, Is 
merely another manifestation of the 
same epirit which animited the Ro- 
man patriciane in their long contest to 
keep all legal knowledge from the 
plebelans.” 

Imagine any author of the pres- 
ent day saying anything so pre- 
posterous as that 
attempt to monopolize legal education 
in the United ®tates, and then imagine 
that author as a United States Ben- 
ator and you will understand how ut- 
terly unqualified he is to write a book 
on the comparative conditions  be- 
tween the Roman republic and this 
republic. With the colleges grinding 
out law students by the wholesale, 
whh men from every walk of life 
studying law at home and passing 
bar examinations and achieving dig- 
tinction in the profession, with law 
books for sale in every book store, 
with all the magazines carrying ad- 
vertisements offering to teach law by 
correspondence, then to have a United 
States Senator, of all people, solemn- 
ty declare that there is a present at- 
tempt to monopolize legal knowledge! 

Mr. Lewis evidently did not read 
his manuscript so closely as some 
other persons have since it was pub- 
lished, for in one place we find ad- 
vanced “the word ‘king’ was regarded 
with sufficient hatred that the mere 
accusation made against any public 
leader that he was seeking to make 
himeelf king was generally sufficient 
to utterly destroy his influence, even 
when such charges were unfounded 
and unsupported by evidence.” 

In another place to find: “It is al- 
ways one of the most difficult of tasks 
to persuade the citizens of any re- 
public that any political leader is ac- 
tually planning the overthrow of the 
republican form of government.” This 
biindnes®, he goes on to say, is not 
restricted to any one race or age. 

Still again, in his conclusion, the 
author gays: “The effect of a mere 
name, both in Rome and the 
United States, has always been un- 
duly great. The charge (even when 
entirely unsupported,) that a Roman 
politician was aiming to make him- 
self king was generally sufficient to 
drive him from power.” 

Surely an author who will make 
such unqualified and conflicting state- 
ments in the same book i« not to be 
relied upon as a competent critic of 
any republic. 

One analogy Mr. Lewis does draw, 
but it chances to be an analogy that 
could be drawn between any two re- 
publica, kingdoms or monarchies on 
earth where leaders, as the result of 
the ballot. arise, and it is: “The im- 
possibility of the veters being able to 
discriminate between the trues fe- 
former and the unscrupuleuvs dema- 

In conclusion we are told that “it 
is plainly to be seen that conditions 
in the Tinited States of America have 
tended toward those of Rome, which 
preceded the latter's downfall,” and, 
perhaps, expected to believe it, 

Mr. Lewis has discussed the char- 
acters of the prominent men who up- 
peared in the Roman history of the 
period touched on by him, with a 
bias that causes him to flay all his-

y Mimosa. They are such an intimate 


revelation of the inmost thoughts, 
emotions and passions of a woman who 
had resolved “to live every moment of 
her life” that it ts small wonder the 
author does not furnish a clue to her 
true name. Not that the book is wildly 
and extravagantly improper—not in 
the least. It is far removed from 
coarseness, both in substance and in 
style. In fact, it le written very much 
after the manner of the French au- 
thors, who never come down heavily 
on a flat, objective word or phrase, 
when handling delicate subjects. 

Mimosa is a woman not without 
ideals. She is epicurean, refined, 
mental, keenly artistic. But unfor- 
tunately for her, all of her ideals 
are sensational. Exceedingly daring, 
even aus a very young girl, she yet 
demands of all of her admirers re- 
spect. She demands of every situation 
that it be without blemish of vul- 
garity. Thus it is that, while her 
vivid and daring personality plays up- 
on the emotions of men, she is free 
of what is regarded as the final sin 
for women when she comes to her 
marriage. And it ils not because she 
has not been,exposed to experience 
and temptation. 

As a little girl of 14 she writes 
in her diary: “life is delicious, school 
is beastly. I don't see what is the 
good of learning things from books. 


Everybody should pe taught to read 


and write, then let loose to learn 
things for themeelves. What do I care 
about the holy Roman empire, or 
Magna Charta, or what is the great- 
est common multiple of some number 
or other? What good will it do me 
to know’ I only want to live—live— 
live--and feel.” Later she writes: “I 
seem to be finding things out every 
day, and some of them yuite beastly 
things. My childhood is over, and I 
dislike being a woman very much. Of 
course, you don't realize you're a 
woman when you're a child, and the 
first shock is very great. . 1 have 
secretly made up my mind never to 
‘behave like a lady,’ and to be as 
much like a boy as I possibly can. 
Boys have a ripping time, and noth- 
ing to upset or worry them as we 
have.

Mimosa, possessing a feverish 
imagination, spends much of her time 
dreaming out romances before she is 
old enough to Hve them. But she fs 
ecarcely more than lo when she com- 
mences to live them aiso. The first 
comes when she hurls nerself Into a 
rallroad compartment beside a noble- 
man whom w#he has been regarding 
worshipfully at a distance. The sec- 
ond is when she sees a “god-like be- 
ing shifting straw’ tn a field, where 
she has run to elude the attentions 
of a callow admirer. Though she ts 
still scarcely more than a child, this 


becomes her first engagement. When 


she has become “the best girl rider 
in the hunt” she meets an English 
nobleman, a filrtation with whom 
takes her to London. She breake with 
him, and breaks with her country 
“Strephon” and goes on the stage. A 
double firtation with the actor-man- 
ager and the “Oberon” of “Midsum 
mer Night's Dream’ ends in disaster, 
and she fitfully turns her back on 
both. But she has had a taste of pub- 
licity, and cannot live out of the 
limelight. With a perspicacity un- 
canny in a girl of 17, she geta it by 
inducing a big costuming firm to 


make her a sensational costume, with 


which to ride in Rotton Row. The 
rest she accompitishes by making an 
arrangement with a soctety paper. 
She becomes a society drawing-room 
entertainer, and after a series of sen- 
sational experiences, inciuding a trip 
on the continent with a millionaire 
dyspeptic, with whom she is on terms 
of merely good comradeship, and 
whom she refuses to marry in one of 
her fitful moods—she finally marries 
a young man, who, with her help, 
gains a seat in Parliament. And here 
is where Mimosa wrecks—and where 
many other women have and will 
probably continue to wreck—those 
who have not the innate integrity of 
character to rise above it—tupon the 
reef of the husband's neglect and 
indifference. The right man could 
-have made of even a Mimosa, a good 
mother and a noble and devoted wife. 

“Il wish we could try all experi- 
ences, and that one condition did not 
preclude another,” confesses this ex- 
traordinary woman. “If, for instance, 
one could be both a mother and ah 
old maid, a saintly virgin and a 
cocotte, how interesting it would be 
to compare the different states, to 
balance one against the other, and 
decide which really afforded the pur- 
est extract of life and joy. I can well 
believe, as we are told, that the saint 
finds an ecstasy in renouncing carnal 
pleasures, and it may be greater than 
arises from carnal pleasures, since 
we are not all body, sense, earth, but 
compounded of flesh, fire, dew, spirit, 
emotion and imagination.”

Baroness Von Zinnerman, Winter Resident of Los 
Angeles for Many Years, to Build Palatial Home in 
Oak Knoll Section—House and Grounds to Be Like 
Great Baronial Estate. att

At the rear of, the fall will 
be a conservatory, the main feature 
of which will be a bronze fountain. 
On the first landing of the staircase 
will be placed a pipe organ. 

MARBLE LOGGIA. 

To the left of the reception hall will 
be a music-room, 19x31 feet in size. 
a library and a studio, each of the 
latter rboms being 18x33 feet in size. 
To the right of the hall will be the 
dining-room, 25x81 feet in size, and 
a parior of the same dimensions, both 
opening omto rear terraces. Adjoin- 
ing will be a breakfast-room. On 
the same floor will be the kitchen and 
pantries, a built-in refrigerator, 
storerooms and the servants’ dining- 
room. 

The second floor will contain four 
suites of rooms, each containing ea 
bedroom, dressing-room and bath, to- 
gether with three guest rooms with 
baths, maids’ rooms, a sewing-room 
and sleeping porches. In the center 
of th's story will be a large marble- 
walled loggia opening onto a balcony. 
The third story will be given over to 
servants rooms, a large sitting-room 
and storerooms. 

All the rooms of the first and sec- 
ond floors will be richly finished in 
hardwoods and the floors throughout 
will be of the quetry type. The 
main roome will be paneled and wil! 
have ornamental  celilin cornices. 
The plans call for marble and tile 
mantels in the dining-room, 
library.and principal bedrooms. The 
windows throughout will be of the 
casement type and will be glazed with 
plate and art giass. 

The house will be as completely ap- 
pointed as a metropolitan hotel. It 
will be heated by steam or hot wa- 
ter and will have a ventilating sys- 
tem and vacuum cleaning plant. 
Electric switches controlled from 
each floor will make possibile the in- 


lish her permanent home. With all

The residence of the German noDie- 
woman will be a truly baronial es- 
tate. The architect has been cailed 
upon to plan an establishment that 
will be unique among the great resi- 
dence places of this section. The 
Baroness is a lover of animals and 
it is her hobby to have them on her 
estates. On the $100,000 Oak Knoll 
site she will have erected in addition 
to the house Itself,,stables for horses 
and cows, kennels for her dogs, coops 
and runs for fowls, and a gigantic 
aviary. The buildings will be of at- 
tractive appearance and scientific con- 
struction and will house the elite of 
the domestic animal world. 

THIRTY ROOMS IN ALL 

The villa will look to the south apd 
will command a magnificent 
ramic view of the entire San Gabriel 
Valley. From the rear several ranges 
of mountains will be visible. 

The residence will have a frontage 
of 2304 feet and an average depth of 
forty-nine feet. The greater part of 
the bullding will have a height of 
three stories. The basement will oc- 
cupy nearly the entire ground area 
and will be constructed of reinforced 
concrete to the dirst floor level.

Bullding on Hollywood Boulevard. 

Pians for a handsome two-story 
brick structure to house a bank, 
stores, a picture theater and offices 
and to be erected at the southeast 
corner of Hollywood boulevard and 
St. Andrew's place, are being prepared 
by Architects Oliver P. Dennis and 
Henry Harwood Hewitt. The builder 
is L. D. Hines, formerly a leading 
business man and capitalist of Mem- 
phis, Tenn... and whose recent ex- 
tensive purchases of frontage in Hol- 
lywood have constituted the real es- 
tate sensation of the year the 
northwest suburb. 

The building projected by the for- 
mer Tennesseean will be of claasic de- 
sien, suggesting as nearly as is con- 
sistent in a commercial structure, the 
colonial architecture of the South, It 
will have a frontage of 103 feet on 
Hollywood boulevard and a depth of 
ninety feet. The portion to be de- 
voted to banking purposes will be at 
the west end, the entrance being di- 
rectly at the corner.

The best solution of the whole prob- 
lem is that offered by the committee 
which recently petitioned the county 
to accept as a gift a strip of land ten 
feet in width on each side of the 
roadway, from the city limits of Los 
Angeles to the city limits of Venice.

LIVELY MARKET REPORTED LN 
IMPERIAL VALLEY. 


Two Handred Thousand-Dollar 
Trade Concluded Near Rockwook. 
High Price for Tract Between EI 
Centro and Imperial—New Sub- 
divisions Popular.

“EL CENTRO, Oct. 18 —One of the 
largest reah estate transactions in the 
history of Imperial Valley took place 
last week when B. E. Colvin sold the 
Evergreen ranch, which was formerly 
owned by G. W. Bothwell, to a party 
of San Diego men, who are to take 
immediate possession. The Ever- 
green ranch comprises 1200 acres, and 
is situated three miles east of Rock- 
wook. The deal entails a transaction 
of $200,000 in trade and cash, which 
amounts to about $166 an acre. one 
of the best prices yet received in this 
locality. 

Another important sale was that of 
the east 160 acres of the lL. W. Glea- 
son ranch, situated between El] Centro 
and Imperial. The land sold for $300 
per acre, which is one of the highest 
prices on record in the valley, for 
land not bought for immediate subdi- 
vision. 

A number of different subdivisions 
have been placed on the market of 
late, most prominent among which is 
the Cuyamaca tract and a new’ tract 
of the Villa Farms Company.

FRESH LAURELS 
IN BUILDING. 


More Permits Granted Here 
Than in New York. 


Statistics Show Los ‘Angeles 
at Top of List. 


Is Fourth in Valuation for 
Year to Date. 


Los Angeles has won fresh laurels 
in the national construction field By 
leading all other cities in the United 
States in the number of building per- 
mits issued during the nine months 
ending September 30, with every pros- 
pect of keeping at the top of the Mist 
until the year is over. Los Angeles 
led at the quarter, at the half and at 
the three-quarter posts in the race 
for building supremacy, and is now 
ahead of New York City, its nearest 


nearly 1000 new structures for the 
year to date. It is altogether likely, in 
fact, that this city will gain still more 
on its big eastern rival in the next 
three months, owing to the dropping 
off in building operations on the At- 
lantic Coast with the coming of colé 
weather. 

Definite figures are available fer 
seven of the leading cities In the coun- 
try, including New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia, the only places that 
even approximate Los Angeles in the 
number of new 1913 buildings. The 
totals for two cities, Detroit and St. 
Louis, are easy to estimate, thanks 
to the fact that figures for both places 
are complete with the exception of a 
single month’s aggregate in. each 
instance. The statistics herewtta 
quoted are from the monthly tabula- 
tions gathered by Construction News 
of Chicago, the national authority on 
questions pertaining to bullding op- 
erations. The Windy City publica- 
tion’s figures for such cities as Cleve- 
land, Boston, Baltimore, Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati are complete enough 
to indicate that these places are be- 
hind the cities for which a rating ts 
possible. 

The splendid Los Angeles total of 
12,774 separate building Kems ef- 
fectually proves that this city, al- 
though just at the moment experienc- 
ing a slight falling-off In construction 
activity, is nevertheless a hive of ant- 
mation as compared wih other large 
places. New York, with its five great 
boroughs and its 5,000,000 popula- 
tion, has to its credit for the first 
three-quarters of the year, 11,954 per- 
mits, or $20 less than the Southwest 
metropolis. Philadelphia beasts & 
total of 11,535 permits, and-Chicage 
has an aggregate of 8482 permits. 
Seattle stands at fifth with 7494 perm 
mits. 

In point of money expenditure for 
1913 buildings, Los Angeles holds its 
customary position of fourth, after 
New York, Chicago and Philadelphia. 
The lead of the last-named city is 
comparatively small, and Los Angeles 
will undoubtedly narrow the margin 
before the year is over.

GOVERNORS IMPEACHED. , 


Only Five Have Ever Been De-: 
prived of Office in the United 
States—Four in the South. 


[Memphis Commercial Appeal:] 
When we consider how many Gov- 
ernors have ruled in the forty-eight 
States that make our Union, it is 
remarkable that only five have been 
impeached for misconduct of their 
high offices. The people have al- 
ways had the right to call their chief 
magistrate to account, for the pro- 
vision was written into the Consti- 
tution. That only five times have 
they availed themselves of the right 
goes to show that as a rule they 
have picked good men for the office. 
Bome Governors are better than 
others, but the really bad ones are 
few and far between. 

The first Governor to be impeached 
and brought to trial was <(haries 
Robinson of Kansas. The State was 
new to the Unton and Robinson was 
its firet Governor, and the troubles 
that ended in the destruction of Osa- 
watomie were brewing over Kaneaa. 
Robinson was accused of improper 
conduct in connection-with the sale 
of State bonds. Political feeling ran 
high, and the trial was necessarily 
acrimonious, but the verdict of the 
Senate was an acquittal. 

North Carolina came next to the 
Senate bar with an impeached Gov- 
ernor. In 1870—while “reconstruc- 
tion” bitterness was still at high tide, 
Gov. William H. Holden was accused 
of Ulegal tmoprisonment and of 


wrongfully deciaring certain coun- 
ties of the State to be in 


It was at a time when the South 
resorted to Ku-Klux methods as the 
only means of preserving white su- 
premacy. The trial of Gov. Holden 
Was spectacular in the extreme, for 
the persons thrown into prison by 
his underlings were among the best 
citizens of the State, and their offense 
w the natural refusal to submit to 
Me tyranny of the rulers the reced- 
ing tide of Civil War left over them. 
Gov. Holden was deciared guilty as 
charged, was removed from office 
and forever disqualified from holding 
office in North Carolina. 

Gov. Powell*Clayton of Arkansas, 
in the stormy carpetbag regime, was 
impeached for what his enemies 
called “conspiracy to deprive the 
“Lieutenant-Governor of the State of 
his office." He went to trial at the 
bar of the Senate, but the Senate. 
after investigation, recommended 
that the charge be dismissed, and 
consequentiy the impeachment was 
dropped. 

In Louisiana the stage was set, in 
the. early 70's, for the trial of Gov. 
Warmoth on a charge of attempted 
bribery. The person to whom § the 
alleged bribe was offered was Lieut.- 
Gov. Pinchback, and the sum was 


said to be $50,000. Before the case 
came to trial, however, the Gov- 
ernor's term ended, and the im- 


peachment proceedings were discon- 
tinued. 

In Mississippi Gov. Albert Ames 
came into the white light of public 
disapproval under the accusation of 
having defrauded the State of vast 
sums of money through prison la- 
ber contracts. In the face of the 
charge he resigned his office, and 
the impeachment proceedings were 
not pushed to an actual trial. 

Now New York occupies the unen- 
viable position of holding its chief 
magistrate to account at the Senate 
bar, and the Sulzer case is filling 
columns in our dally papers.

Paterson, N. J., is beginning 
to pay the penalty for its long- 
continued tolerance of the ac- 
tivities of anarchists and per- 
sons inclined towards anarch- 
ism, such as the members of 
the LW.W. 

One of the silk milis which 
suffered from the many weeks 
I.W.W. strike earlier in the 
year, has been removed to an- 
other place where operations 
can be conducted in peace. It 
employs several hundred bands. 
Another mill has been closed 
while its owners are looking for 
a favorable new location. 
Doubtless others will follow 
the examples of these unless 
there is soon manifested by the 
law-abiding citizens of Pater- 
son @ strong determination to 
clear the city of disturbers of 
the peace and enemies of or- 
derly government and to keep 
it clear of them, as also of the 
anarchist newspapers published 
In that city. 

Among the dire direct ef- 
fects of the strike was the 
bankruptcy of the owners of 
several of the smaller milis.’ 
Now the city is experiencing 
the equally dire indirect effects. 
No effects could be more dire 
to a city than the removal from 
it of prosperous wages-paying 
factories. 

Paterson has long permitted 
itself to be a free field for 
avowed anarchists and other 
persons who call themselves by 
another name, but do as an- 
archists do. The wonder is that 
it has not sooner felt serious ef- 
fects of such indifference, such 
neglect of civic duty. 

Now it is losing some of the 
industries which made it pros- 
perous. Such fate is in store 
for any community in which 
there is not enough vigor of 
citizenship to uphold the su- 
premacy of the law at all times.

from their ecOnomic results, and one 
of the most important effects, which 
is always overlooked, is that they in- 
evitably increase the amount of cap- 
ital which has necessarily to be em- 
ployed to achieve a given result or 
output, and thereby add to the toll 
which the community has to pay to 
capital to get ite work done. Capital 
may be the ‘common enemy,’ but, 
unfortunately, nothing can be done 
without its aid. / 
“The greater the cost of building. 
of raw material, of carriage, of han- 
dling, of clerical work, or artisans’ 
wages, and of all the et ceteras em- 
ployed in business. the sreater 
— of capital must be employed 


| Smnaller amount costs less, a larger 


amount costs more. It may be said 
that capital, smal! or large, tries to 
get as much as it can out of its em- 
ployment, and no doubt this is true. 
But there can never be any monopoly 
in capital, as it is always kept in 
check by the competition of other 
capital. And once it tries to make 
more than a fair thing it induces im- 
mediate competition from other 
sources. Whatever may happen in 
exceptional cases, generally the rule 
must be that for whatever 
there is employed in business, there 
must be an adequate return of fair 
interest. When there is no return at 
all, bankruptcy ensues. When re- 
turn is small, enterprise falis off. 
When wages are artificially raised in 
every direction, setting up a tremen- 
dous amount of interaction, all the 
capital employed in a paritcular line 
is similarly affected, and.it is only 
reasonable to suppose that common 
action is taken by those employing 
it to raise prices, not only to pay the 
increase in the wages, but the larger 
interest charges on the additional 
capital which has to be employed. 

“We have-in Austrailia for many 
years adopted a mere rule-of-thumb 
method of putting up wages. They 
so-called industrial 
bodies, which do net consider eco- 
nomic reasons, and ur the cost 
of living, in sympathy. Then the

STRIKE FOR EXCITEMENT. 


That Labor Troubles Occur Only in 

the Dull Trades. 

[New York Times:] In discussing 
the existing strike epidemic in Eng- 
land, says a London dispatch, a physi- 
clan has made a remarkable s 
tion. He said that the chief and un- 
derlying cause of such outbreaks was 
the craving everybody had for excite- 
ment and variety in life. “You will 
never find anyone who has un@ertaken 
a varied or exciting calling go on 
strike,” he said, “however iong the 
hours or bad the pay. On the other 
hand, persons who are most apt to 
go on strike generally work at m 
notonous callings, yielding but littie 
excitement. 

“Here is a list of callings in which 
strikes have occurred this year. You 
will find that the persons who struck 
are engaged in machine-like tasks, 
almost invariably coupled@with long 
hours: 

“Dockers, tramway men, gas work-

ers, agricultural laborers, black coun- 
try workers, street cleaners, meta! 
workers, bricklayers, painters, stee!l- 
makers, rope makers, bookbinders and 
railwaymen. 

“Workers whose trades are without 
excitement will always try to find some 
form of it in ‘the little leisure that 
they have. That is whx the great 
majority of amateur betting men are 
regular workingmen, and, again, the 
reason why the most fantastic melo- 
dramas are more «njoyed by the poor- 
er classes, who iead drab lives, than 
by the educated classes, who have 
more time to engage themselves in 
varied pursuits. Then, the natural de- 
sire to be @ master and not an un- 
deriing eventually comes to those who 
work at machine-like tasks.

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DECLINE OF APPRENTICESHIP: 


{Béitortal } 
HE system of apprenticeship as it existed in the Eastern States prior 
to the Civil War has been at an end for many years, and its loss is to be 


“The apprenticeship system,” says Holmes Beckwith, “took its rise in 
medieval handicraft work. A youth would bind himself to a master work- 
man for a period which came in most cases to be fixed at seven years’ work 
for him, and in turn to live in his house and be taught “the art and mys, 
teries of his trade.” The personal relations were exceedingly close and the 
personal factors dominated the technical. These were conditions under 
which the system was at its best. The interest of master united with that 
of the apprentice in seeking thorough training for the latter, because the 
long apprenticeship gave the master abundant chance to gain, if he had 
} trained his apprentice to become a skillful worker.” 

The result was a system which, for the type of industries of that day, 
was probably better than any other which could be devised. 

In the United States the medieval system was in vogue until the middle 
of the last century. Legal indentures were the rule in which parent or 
guardian, justice of the peace, or benevolent society, acting for the youth, 
bound him out to manufacturer, merchant, craftsman or marinér, usually for 
the period terminating at bis majority. Both parties appeared in court and 
swore to carry out the provisions of the written indenture, whose terms were 
made to suit the special desires of the parties concerned. The policy of the 
State was to have all youths of artisan class taught a trade and neglected 
and orphan children provided with a home. The employer was liable for any 
The apprentice was punishable for any vio- 
Runaways were classed in effect as siaves, weed 
employers who did not advertise them as such and offer a reward for their 
recovery were held liable for necessaries furnished them. A file of any New

This 
offer complied with the law and relieved the master of financial responsibility. 

The changes wrought by machinery and industrial reorganization in 
shops and factories and the necessities of competing for a wide market and 
thus increasing output by every possible device, have left little time for 


superintendent, foreman or journeymen to instruct apprentices. 

- It is not to the interest of any subordinate to instruct an apprentice un- 
leas the employer requires it and pays for it as fully regular work. Conse- 
quently, the apprentice is compelled to shift for himself and piek up his 
trade as best he may. “Piece-working journeymen,” says Holmes Beckwith, 
“would not show an apprentice how to do anything. Even a journeyman paid 
»y time is likely to find, in the long gun, thac instruction given to apprentices 
go much less bread and butter in the 
mouths of his family. An example of this is given by the amusement with 
which a printer speculates as to the result to a journeyman in a big city 
office, who should have the temerity to enter on his time card, ‘Half an hour 
showing Johnny thé why and how of the Smith job.’” 

Employers now secure their labor supply where they obtain journeymen 
trained by others, while if they went to the expense of training apprentices 
it might be merely to see them enter the employ of others. Apprentices 
learning their trade in the country go to the city. There is a‘ continuous 
supply of skilled workers from Europe, and in the building trades helpers

One man lays shingles, another bangs doors, another lays floors and 
According to Motley, of the 120 national and inter- 
national trade unions, with a total of 1,676,200 memibers, affiliated in 1904 
with the American Federation of Labor, fifty unions, with a membership of 
766,417, do not attempt to maintain apprenticeship systems. 

These fifty unions include thirty-fve unions of unskilled workers who 
are able to pick up a knowledge of their work in a short time; eleven unions, 
seven of which are in railroad work, whose trades are recruited by pro- 
motion from associated positions, as engineers from firemen; seven unions 
in whose trades machine work and minute division of labor have made ap- 
prenticeship impossible; and two unions representing prcp--iy professions 


<“ seventy trade unions only nineteen succeeded in enforcing appren- 
ticeship as a prerequisite to membership. Apprentices, after obtaining a smat- 
tering of a trade or becoming half-trained, frequently run away and take up 
work elsewhere, a practice exceedingly hard to stop.

Women wage-earners in model 
tenements. The flat kitchens ef the 
model tenements in New York are 
provided with gas ranges and even 
with electric cookers, while hot air 
drying rooms and electric breeses do 
away with the necessity for pulley 
lines. The new edifiees are excessive- 
ly comfortable, hygienic and a@tistic. 
The wage-earning woman of New 
York has at once recognized the op- 
portunity offered tin the new, fresh, 
delightfully planned apartment- 
houses with their iron terraces, 
awninged over with gay striped can- 
vass, their Dutch kitchens, waste 
chutes, glass washtubs and other 
lures, and has marched in a noble 
army from boarding-houses, studios 
and apartments with uniformed boys 
in the hallway to the very heart of 
the tenement districts where she has 
distributed her rugs, her cushions and 
chafing dishes, her cats and her gold 
fish and taken up the simple Ife én 
real -arnest in these model tenements 
erected In the most easily accessible 
quarters for working people. 

The New York model tenements 
came at the psychological moment. 
Women workers in the professions 
that are classed as artistic had long 
lived haphazard in any old place. No 
special provision was made for them. 
Rents were high and comforts hard to 
precure. The plan upon which the 
rooms in these model tenements are 
let is as simple as that upon which 
they are built. The floors and walls 
are all of buff cement, the baths and 
basins of china or glass. The many 
windows open like doors upon the 
balconies, which at one side of the 
house, extend for a block along the 
river front. 

The flats are charged for according 
to the number of rooms taken at $2 
a room a week on the river side of 
the building. This includes electric 
light. The gas is furnished by a slot 
meter. The waste is removed in «a 
magic toboggan in the wall. There 
are tubs, a range, hot and cold wa. 
ter, dumbweaiters and a roof garden. 
These tenements are on the Bast Side. 
where fruits and vegetables are sold 
at about one-third their cost on the 
West Side. Other foods are com- 
paratively low in price. By these 
model tehements the woman who 
works and lives alone has honestly 
come into her own at last in New 
York. And at present, says the Sun 
of New York, she glories in it. This 
good move for the comfort and wel- 
fare of women workers is worthy of 
adoption in Los Angeles and in every 


other city in the country. 
Juvenile Labor English Textile 


The following, from the Yorkshire 
Post, gives some data as to the em- 
ployment of child labor in the textile 
industries of England: 

“Lancashire and the West Riding 
of Yorkshire stand to lose heavily by 
the proposal made in the United 
States new tariff bill to exclude im-| 
ports of goods in the production of 
which juvenile labor is employed, that 
is, labor of children under 14 years of 
age. Not only in the cotton county, 
but In the textile districts of the West 
Riding it appears, steps are being 
taken to bring pressure on the British 
government, through the Chambers 
of Commerce, to protest strongly 
against such prohibition.

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First Year of British Uncmployment 
Insurance. 


The report for the first year of the 


operation of the Unemployment tn- 
surance Law, under which provision 
is made during periods of unemploy- 
ment and illness for the great. body 
of employees in the United Kingdom 
shows that 2,508,939 unemployment 
books were issued; 559,021 claims for 
benefit were filed; 460,000 individual 
working men claimed. benefits under 
the act; 774,494 payments were made; 
the total benefits paid aggregated $1,- 
150,722; the lowest payment for any 
one ~eek was $23,359 and the high- 
est $93,436; the year’s gross income 
amounted to $11,039,168; at the close 
of the year there was an invested bal- 
ance of $7,835,065; the maximum of 
unemployed falling within the pro- 
visions of the act was 118,000; and 
the minimum, 67,000. 

Of the total annual income derived 
under the insurance act. the employ- 
ers and workmen contributed about 
three-quarters and the State one- 
quarter. In a large preportion of 
cases the unemployment was very 
short, 30 per cent. falling within prea 
waiting week during which no claim 
could be made, 62 per cent. received 
benefits, while 7 per cent. was ex- 
cluded for various reasons, and 1 per 
cent. represented unemployment 
which continued after the period dur- 
ing which benefits are pald. 

It is stated that the report is only 
preliminary in certain respects, as 
some of the figures have not been fully 
It le to be 
noted also that while the insurance 
law has been in operation for a year, 
there has been only six months expe- 
rience of the payment of unemploy- 
ment benefits. 


AINTAINING 
INEFFICIENCY. 


APPARENT DETERMINATION OF 
RAILROAD EMPLOYEES. 


Their Vote to Strike if the New 
Haven Railroad Insists on the Pro- 
motion of Locomotive Engineers 
Because of Efficiency lIastead of 
Seniority. 


The many disastrous wrecks that 
have occurred on the New Haven 
Railroad, has caused the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to demand tm- 
mediate measures of reform that there 
may be an end to the human slaughter. 
President Elliott has, therefore, 
formulated new rules regarding th« 
assignment of locomotive engineers, 
making the same depend upon effi- 
clency rather than seniority of serv- 
ice, which has been demanded by 
the engineers’ union. The change has 
not been accepted by the engineers. 
and a vote has been taken to strike 
if the new rules be insisted upon 
by the management. Such a conciu- 
sion by the engineers is difficult tu 
comprehend except on the ground that 
the rule has been made by the man- 
agement of the road instead of by) 
the engineers’ union, as has been 
the case in the past. Under the 
seniority rule wreck followed “wreck 
with serious loss of life because dis- 
cipline was lax.”’ says the New York 
Commercial. “Locomotive drivers ran 
past danger signals, fagmen did not 
go out far enough behind atalled 
trains and other precautions were dis- 
regarded that cost life and limb in 
many a case. The need for reform 
has been proved at heavy cost. 

“The old management cannot be 
exonerated from blame. The fault 
lay in sacrificing discipline for the 
sake of peace with the labor unions. 
The public demands and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission com- 
mands instant reform. The manage- 
ment has obeyed promptly. The em- 
Ployees are not asked to work harder 
or to take less pay than before. 
They are simply told to do their duty 
and observe the rules which guard 
the lives of passengers. The man 
who its negligent is to be dismissed 
and the man who makes mistakes 
and displays ignorance or inefficiency 
will not be promoted merely because 
his name stands at the head of the 
list. Railroad employees are like 
trained soldiers. An army com- 
manded by officers that had no better 
record of efficiency than length of 
service wauld not prevail against one 
led by picked men. Napoleon proved 


that when he conquered Europe after] 


inspiring his men with the feeling 
that ‘every soldier carries a marshal's 
baton in his knapsack.’ 

“This is the true American spirit 
Every schoolboy is taught that he 
may become President of the United 
States if he proves his efficiency. 
Railroad employees should be in- 
spired by the same spirit. There is 
no unfairness in rewarding a man 
for efficiency or in making him pay 
for his mistakes. 

The danger of allowing such a 
strike to occur upon such a question 
has been promptivy grasped by Gov. 
Foes of Massachusetts, who has de- 
clared that if necessary he will call a 
special session of the Massachusetts 
Legislature to enact laws prohibiting 
strikes by railroad employees within 
that State. Gov. Foss says that a 
strike on the New Haven system 
means stopping the wheels of indus- 
try in MagsachuSetts and throughout 
the greater part of New England and 
that it puts In jeopardy the well-being 
of the people through the possibility 
of cutting off supplies of milk and 
fresh foods. As he defines the issue it 
is really not between the railroad and 
its @mployees, but between the em- 
ployees and the people of the State. 
The question is whether the lives of 
the péople shall be placed in jeopardy 
by the maintenance of the seniority 
rule. Gov. Foss will find plenty of 
precedents for such legislation in the 
laws of other countries. 

“The Governor of Massachusetts 
has clearly grasped the principles in- 
volved tn such a struggle,” says the 
New York Commercial “The rail- 
roads stand tn a different position 
from other industrial corporations 
because they have been brought Into 
being by grant of extraordinary rights 
and powers such as the right of emil- 
nent domain, which enables them to 
take whatever land ts needed at a fair 
valuation without regard to the wishes 
of the owners. In the same way the 
employees of railroads owe certain 
duties to the general public that differ 
matertally from the duttes of citizen- 
ship which an employee of an ordi- 
nary industrial corporation fs called 
upon to discharge. The railroad com- 
pany and its employees afe a unit as 
far as the public is cencerned and 
both must be compelled to perform 
their part of the bargain which was 
made between the State and the cor 
porations when the latter recetved its 
charter. A railroad that ceases & 
operate its train service is subject te 
the cancellation of ite charter, but &@ 
compelling the railroad to maintain

Graphite. 

UPLAND, Sépt. %2%.—-Q.: I am 
sending, under separate cover, 
specimens which I think to be 
graphite. Will you kindly tell me 
through your columns if I am right? 
Has it any commercial value, enough 
to warrant opening’up to see if there 
is any quantity? These samples are 
from two veins, running horizontally 
and parallel, separated by about two 
feet of rock, and the lower vein be- 
ing supported on a five-inch streak 
of quartz-like rock. Sample No. 1 
is the best I could find, and is of 
the upper layer; Nos. 2 and 3 are 
of the lower layer, and No. 3 is next 
to the rock. Is this material any in- 
dication of the presence. 


A.: Carbon is no indication of the 
presence of gold. True it is, that we 
have some samples in the cabinet 
showing coal and gold; lime carbon- 
ate and gold, but the ledges (7) from 
which samples were taken represent- 
coal measures, and lime kiln material. 

Samples Nos. 2 and @ are worth- 
leas for the exploitation of the low 
graphite percentage and 
the samples are shaie. 

Sample No. 1 is representative of a 
fine product of commercial graphite 
when reduced to powder, floated on 
water. the floating particles gathered 
as graphite, and by this method 6.50 
per cent. of the powdered mineral is 
graphite, free from grit. . 

It is well to exercise great care in 
the exploitation of the locality, and 
go slow on, and in, the expenditure 
of money while seeking for higher 
grade graphite. 

Potash and Feldspars. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 29.—Q.: 
Herewith feldspar samples. Name the 
white feldspar. Can you give formula 
for extraction of potash‘from the 
yellow-colored rock? What is this yel- 
low rock in mineralogy? What is the 
granular-white material? All samples 
from Southern Nevada, and offered 
for test just as they occur In nature. 
Thanking you for carrying me safely 
over the salts of potash heretofore,

A.- Glad to here from you. The 
white feldspar is albite (soda 
feldspar) and the yellow specimen is 
orthoclase (potash feldspar.) As for 
a process to extract potash value 
from the orthoclase we know of 
many, but none of them are practi- 
cal, and none will do the work, as 
it were. 

The «white granular salt is “2 
hydrous sodium  sesquicarbonate 
. » » nd forms an extensive bed 
in Churchill county, Nevada.

GLOBE (Ariz.) Oct. 12.—The 
Woman's Moral and Civic Association 
of Globe has followed the example 
set by a similar organization at Phoe- 
mix and has addressed Senator Mark 
Smith, expressing “great disappoint- 
ment over the stand you have taken 
in regard to woman's suffrage in 
other States” and instructing that 
“we, as citizens of this progressive 

» Go insist that you reconsider 
your attitude upon this question and 
that you use your influence at Wash- 
ington, D. C., in obtaining equal suf- 
frage for all the States of the Union.” 
The Senator had ventured to express 
a doubt whether all the States were 
ready for suffrage, his attitude be- 
ing understood to refer especially to 
southern States, with a large per- 
centage of negro population. His col- 
league, Senator Ashurst, is one of the 
leaders in the fight for submission of 
& general female suffrage amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 

Now that a couple of Federal court 
terms a year are assured for Globe, 
st large saving for transportation of 
defendants and witnesses, heretofore 
taken to Phoenix, a movement has 

started for early construction of 
& Federal! building in this city, where- 
in to hold the court, as well as to 
house the postoffice. 

Bids have been invited for the con- 
struction of a Globe High School, on 
plans expected to mear the expendi- 
ture of $75,000. The building ‘is to be 
completed next spring. 

“WETS” WIN ELECTION. 

A local option election at Superior 
resulted in ‘victory for the “wets” on 
a vote of 24 to 21. Delay in putting 
the people's mandate into effect may 
result from the fact that the town- 
site still is undeeded from the govern- 
ment, now being a part of a forest 

rve. Yet already projected are a 
water supply system, from mountain 
lakes 700 feet elevated above the 
town level, an electric light plant and 
an ice plant. Electricity for light and 
power will soon be secured by an ex- 
tension of the Miami Roosevelt lide. 

A census of the Apache tribes is 
being taken by Vincent Natalish, him- 
self a full-blooded Apache, educated 
at Carlisle and now regularly in the 
government service. He has listed 
3000 Indians already around San 
Carlos, and thence will move to Ft 
Apache. 

Only a mile from Globe a few days 
ago, there nearly occurred a sum- 
mary execution for witchcraft, the 
authorities intervening in time to save 
from slaughter an old squaw suspect- 
ed of possessing “the evil eye.” The 
would-be executioner, who was cap- 
tured, rifle in hand, was an Indian 
whose young son had died, and who 
imagined that the child's sickness had 
been caused by the squaw’s incanta- 
tions. 

“Bootlegging” is said to have been 
the cause of an Indian row that oc- 
curred near the city Saturday, in 
which one Apache was left in a seri- 
ous condition and another badly hurt. 
A couple of redskins have been ar- 
rested, charged with the crime. 
Stones were the weapons used. 

Ford, a restaurant man, is 
under arrest at Winkelman, charged 
with murderous assault upon a Mexi- 
can, Librado Cuneos, who is expect- 
ed to die. From evidence in hand itt 
appears that Ford shot twice, after 
having been “rushed” by four Mexi- 
cans, who had thrédwn rocks at him.

MINING MEN TO 
HOLD THE FORT. 


Annual Convention at City of 
Brotherly Love. 


Emphasis Will Be Laid on 
“Safety” Movement. 


First’ National Mining Ex- 
position Is Feature. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. | 
. PHILADELPHIA (Pa.) Oct. 11.— 
Philadelphia will for the first time in 
history entertain prominent min- 
img men of the country in the annual 
convention of the American Mining 
» October 20 to 25. 

At about the same time Philadel- 
Phians will view in Horticultural Hall 
the first national mining exposition 
@ver given in the United States. The 
exposition, which is under the aus- 
pices of the American Mining Con- 
Gress, will emphasize in an elaborate 
Manner the “safety frst’ movement 
which practically had its beginning in 


the mining industry, and which has 


gince spread all over the country. 
¥rom present indications, a majority 
of the exhibits will typify what has 
been done in the last few years and 
what is being done at the present 
‘time to reduce the death toll of the 
mines. 

Already mining men from every 
Union have notified the 
Convention headquarters of their 
tention to be present, some of them 
coming in delegations on _ special 
Pains, «especially from the Pacific 
Coast and the West. There will be a 
Gelegation from far-away Alaska to 
tell the story of the bottling up of 
the natural resources of that country 
by the: Federal government and the 
fefusal of the Federal government to 
grant relief. There will be another 
strong delegation from Chicago. 
From Denver, Colo., will come D. W. 
Brunton, president of the mining con- 
Gress and the leading drainage ex- 


_‘Pert of the world, heading a large 


delegation. 

Washington, D. C., will send a 
Unique trio, consisting of John Hays 
Hammond, Hennen Jennings and 
Gardiner’ Williams, all muiti-million- 
Sires, who made their fortunes in 
South Africa gold and diamond min- 
ing. The nation’s capital will also 
send Senators Shofroth; of Colorado, 
Waish of Montana, the head of the 
Senate Committee on Mines and Min- 
ing, and Sutherland, of Utah, Rep- 
Tesentative Foster of Illinois, chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Mines and Mining, and the other 
members of this committee; Secretary 
of the Interior Lane, if he recovers 
in health sufficiently by the time f 
the convention; Secretary of Laba 
W. B. Wilson, Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, 
the director of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines, who is now hurrying 
back from Alaska; Dr. ' Otis 
Smith, the director of the United 
States Geological Survey, and many 
others. The sister city of Pittsburgh 
will be fepresented by a delegation 
of the Biggest bituminous caal oper- 
ators of the country, headed by John 
H. Jones, president of the Pitts- 
burgh-Buffaio Coal Company. 

More than fifty @f the best-known 
mining engineers of the country will 
come from New York, these men 
representing the great mining corpo- 


’ Fations of the United States. They will 


include Dr. James Douglas, dean of 
the mining engineering profession of 
the United States; J, Parke Channing, 
Wi R. Ingalls, and - others. 

The distinguished visitors who are 
coming and the anthracite operators 
and mining men generally of Phila- 
deiphia are expected to constitute 
the greatest national rally of mining 
men ever held tn the United States. 
Tt will be the first real attempt that 
has been made to obtain that :co-op- 
eration in the industry that is deemed 
necessary for success. 

The mining industry !s second only 
te agriculture, with an annual out- 
pug of $2,.000,000,000. It employs di- 
Fectiy 1,500,000 men and another 
million men handle its raw products. 
The output of the mines constitute 
65 per cent. of the freight traffic of 
the country. An attempt is to be 
made at this creat national gathering 
impress upon the country the mag- 
nitude of the industry and to show 
what progress it is making. 

The mining «xposition in Horticul- 
tural Hall, under the direction § of 
Richard L. Humphrey of Philadeiphia, 
will show in a graphic way what is 
Ddeing done by the mining industry 
t reduce the number of deaths in 
the mines. Indications now point to- 
ward the exposition resolving itself 
‘imteo a safety device congress. The 
famous oxycen helmet, which permits 
rescuers enter mines filled with 
Geadiy gases fo!'!owing explosions, will 
be shown and its use will be demon- 
strated by a trained crew from the 
United Bureau of Mines. 

The basement of the Horticv'tural 
Hall has been fitted up to resemble a 
coal mine, and in this place the res- 
cuers will demonstrate their Iife-<ay- 
ing methods. Ir the coal mine ‘here 
will be an air-tictht room with «less 
sides. This will be filled with smoke 
and the rescuers will work in the 
stifling vapors. ‘The well-known re- 
svecitating device, which is said to 
be responsible for the saving of more 
than 300 lives since it was introduced 
in this country by Dr. Joseph A. 
Holmes, the. director of the United 
Bureau of Mines, will also be shown 
and ite workings demonstrated by 
Tincle Sam's crew. Modern aafety 
jampe which have the stamp of ap- 
proval of the mines’ bureau will also 
be shown. 

That these devices have been ef- 
fective in reducing the number of 
Geaths in the coal mines is seen by 
a comparison of the death rates be- 
tween the years 1907 and 1912. The 
year 1907 was the worst In the his- 
tery of American mining and marked 
the beginning of the Federa! inveati- 
gations into the causes of disasters. 
Tm 1912 with 40,000 more men em- 
ployed and an increased production of 
40,000,000 tons there were 827 leas 
men killed than itn 19907. 


At the exposition there will also 
be continuous motion pictures de- 
picting mining in all its various 


phases. The films were taken by the 
Federal government as & matter of 
education to the miners and will be 
shown by the United States Bureay 

of Mines. 
. The West will be represented at the 
exposition by a placer cold mine in 
-time miner

Creek thaf gold was first discovered 
in Colorad6 while the pioneers were 
fighting the Indians. The gold ob- 
tained from that district in the next 
few years established the city of Den- 
ver and the yellow metal has been 
taken from the creek ever since. 
The gold mine will represent the 
three original methods of mining this 
precious metal—first, the miner wash- 
ing the gold from the gravel in a pan;

Directly connected with this dis- 
cussion will be the report of the com- 
mittee on “Workmen's Compensa- 
tion.” The coal operators of the 
country claim to be e pioneer in 
this movement which has since ex- 
pressed itself in legislation in many of 
the States. 

At the time this declaration was 
adopted by the congress the coal op- 
erators suggested a tax of one cent 
en each ton of coal to take care of 
the hazards of the industry.

authentic information that seams of 
ore, exposed in a large vein on the

Kendall Consolidated, are yielding 
good assays and that prospects are 
greatly improved for making a sub- 
stantial producer of this property. 

Regarding present conditions at the 
Sandstorm-Kendall, A. H. Howe, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the company, 
after consultation with K. M. Simp- 
son, engineer and general manager of 
the property, has issued the follow- 
ing statement:

Installation Will Benefit Large 
Area, as Pump Station Will Be 
Lowest in District—Large Silver 
Vein Cut in Tigre Mine—Shat- 
tuck’s Output.

BISBEE (Ariz.) Oct. 17.—A big 


pump station is being provided on the 
1800-level of the Junction, to which 
point the concreting of the shaft will 
be completed within a couple of 
months. This station will be the low- 
est in the district. as the Junction 
shaft collar is much lower than most 
of the mineg of the district. So, prac- 
tically, the shaft may be considered 
as draining the whole Warren section, 
no slight task, and relieving the Cop- 
per Queen and Calumet & Arizona 
mines of most of the pumping work.
